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MINUTES SYNOD, 


members of the German Evangelical Lutheran Mimisterium of 
Pennsylvania and adjacent States, held their ninety-etghth* annual 
Convention, for the transaction of business, at Reading, in the 
State of Pennsylvania, on Trinity Sunday, the 18th May 1845. 

In the morning, the Rev. C. R. Demag, D. D., officiated for the 
Rev. President, and preached in the German language, from 
Eph. iv, 5. One Lord. In the afternoon, the Rev. E. Peixoto 
preached for the Secretary, from Acts ii, 37. In the evening 
- the Treasurer, the Rev. J. C. Bakr, D. D., preached in the Eng- 
lish language from Acts. ti, 1—4. 

According to the report of the Rev. Pastor loci, the Rev. J. 
Jarcer preached in the morning in the German language from 
Prov. xii, 2., in the German Reformed Church, and in the even- 
ing, the Rev. J. Meprart, in the English language from Jno. vi, 
46., in the same church. 

On the Saturday evening preceeding, the Rev. W. B. Ratuy 


preached in the German language, in the Lutheran. Church, from 
Acts ii, 42.

THE PRESIDEN TS REPORT. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Pennsylvania, convened 
at Reading, in Trinity week 1845. 


RevErREND Fariens AND Breruren: 


In compliance with my duty, I beg leave to lay before you the following 
official report. 

June 15. 1844.—I received a letter from the Rev. J. Haesbaert, in which he 
informed me that the Rev. E. Peixoto was unable to attend the meeting of the 
Board of Directors of Columbus Seminary, requesting at the same time the 
transmission of credentials for himself and the Rev. S. A. Mealy, certifying 
their appointment by the Synod, as Directors of the Seminary. The desired 
certificate was transmitted, See I. 


Aug. 15.—Received a communication from the Rev. Prof. Schmidt, addressed 
to the Chairman of the Committee of Publication, the Rev. D® Demme, and 
forwarded to me at the request of the writer. Professor Schmidt intimates to 
Dr. Demme, in this letter, his intention to recede from the transfer of the 
‘“‘Kirchenzeitung,” stipulated at our last Synodical Convention. See IT. 


Aug. 21.—Received a letter from Mr. H. S. Knebel of Elysburg, addressed 
- to me in the name of St. Jacobs and St. Peter’s Congregations, Northumber- 
land Co., in which ‘he forcibly represents the distressed state of these Congre- 


gations, and solicits advice, which I gave him to the best of my judgement.

B. Gockelen, intimating his 
intended resignation of the Congregations at:Pinegrove, See V. 

Sept. 20-—Received different testimonials concerning Mr: B. Friehe by the 
Rev. Dr. Demme and the Rev. Dr. Baker, with the object of obtaining license 
ad interim, which license I subsequently granted Mr. Friehe, See VI. 
Nov. 12.—Received a letter from the Rev J. C. Schmidt, requesting permission 
to visit several vacant Congregations in his neighbourhood, and take charge 
of them, in case they should give him a eall. Granted. See VII. 
Now, 14.—Received a letter from the Rev..W. G. Hyer, in which he intimates, 
that the state of his health would oblige him to suspend his ministerial functions 
for a year at least, during which period the Rev. C. Witmer, of the Synod of 
West Pennsylvania, would officiate in his stead. See VIII. 

Nov. 18.—Received a letter from the Rev. P. L. Oberfeld, informing me, that 
he had taken charge of the Congregations at ae and Aah eae 
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30.—Received a letter from Mr. F. W. Husman, soliciting license ad 
tnterém, accompanied by a favorable testimonial from: the Rey. F. C: D. 
Wyneken. Granted, in view of this recommendation. SeeX.,.. || 

Dec. 6.-—Received a second letter from Mr. Knebel, on behalf of the Congre- 
gations of St. Jacobs and St. Peters, in which they express a desire of 
obtaining the pastoral services of the Rev. A. Bergner, and solicit the assis- 
tance of Synod during the present year. I granted the former request, but 
felt myself unable to giv® a decisive answer as to the latter. See XI. 

Jan. 3. 1845.—Received a written application for license ad interim from 

Oscar Hunger, Ph. Dr., the applicant being very favorably recommended by 
the Rev. C. F. E. Stohlman of New York and the Rev. Prof. Schmidt. 
Granted. See XII. | 
Jan. 12.—Received a visit from Mr F. P. Feysel, a Candidate of Theology 
from Hanover, Germany. In view of the favorable testimonials Mr. Feysel 
produced, I granted him at his request license ad interim. See XIII, 
Jan. 20.—Received a letter from several members of the C ion at 
Pinegrove, requesting me to furnish them with a suitable minister at the 
earliest opportunity. I would have felt much gratification in granting their 
wish, but it was entirely out of my power sotodo. See XIV. 

Jan, 28,—Received a letter from the Rev. C. J. Weiand, in which he mentions 
among other things, that he continues to consider himself a member of this 
body, and intends resuming his seat at our next convention. See XV. 

April 2.—Received a letter from the Church Council of St. John’s Congre- 
gation, Erie, intimating, that this Congregation had duly called the Rev. F, P. 
Feysel, by a large majority, to be their pastor. This statement was accom- 
panied and corroborated by a communication from Mr. F. P. “ren himself. 
See XVI. 

April 9.—Received a letter from the Rev. W. B. Rally, in which he informs 

me, that he has succeeded in organizing a Congregation at Manayunk, Phila- 
delphia Co., and begs leave to accept the call he has received from the same. 
Granted. See XVII. 
April 11.—Received a letter from Mr. J. B. Friehe, in which he communicates 
the agreable intelligence that he has received and accepted of a regular call 
from the Congregations at Pinegrove and Hetzel. See XVIII.

Resolved: That we leave it to Mr. ai to act in the case 
of the Herbert Congregation according to his sincere conviction,

The discussion of this question gave rise to an edifying inter- 
change of opinion, that may have been profitable to many of the 
Brethren, 

The ministerial business being similarly terminated, the mem- 
bers of this Body prepared for separation. They once more 
united with the President in a fervent address to the Throne of 
Grace, and thus the Synodical Convention of 1845 was brought 
to a close, not to be recalled until we meet again at the Bar of 
Judgement. And may we all be able on that great day to give 
a good account of our meeting. 

We felt truly grateful to Divine Providence for the pleasing 
incidents of this Convention. Peace, Love, and Concord reigned 
undisturbed in our midst. No angry feelings were excited, the 
business of Synod was transacted in the peacefnl spirit of our 
Lord, and with a reference to his blessing, and the words of the 
Psalmist could properly be applied: “Behold how good and 


pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in Unity.” May the 


Lord in Mercy grant us many more such blessed hours! 
One circumstance embittered our pleasure and sorely afflicted 
our hearts:—he, who was always the first to welcome us with a 
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warm reception, when our meeting was held at Reading, he who 
‘was so dear to our souls—Miin.enpere, once in every sense of 
the word our Brother, was no more, his remains slumbered in 
the cool grave. We blessed his memory, shed our tears on his 
tomb, and felt some consolation in the hope of meeting our 
departed Brother in a blessed eternity. 

In the evening, the Rev. C. W. Scuarrrzr, preached in the 
english language from 1. Peter 1, 25. After sermon the solemn 
Ordination Service was held in the german language. The Can- 
didates for ordination, Messrs. C. L. Erle, G. A. Wenzel, C. G. 
A. Neuman, and W. B. Rally, approached the Altar of the Lord, 
and were set apart by the officers of Synod, thro’ the apostolical 
imposition of hands, for the ministry of reconciliation. Solemn 
silence, and deep emotion pervaded the numerous assembly. May 
He, who hath made us Ministers of Christ, and Stewards over 
the Mysteries of God, grant us the gifts of His blessed Spirit, 
that»we may be found faithful, and ever remember with fear and 
trembling, that of aay to whom much is given, much will be 
required. 

The Secretary, in the name of Synod, returned the thanks of 
the Brethren to the Congregation at Reading for their kindness 
and hospitality, after which he dismissed them with the N. T. 
Benediction ;—and may this beloved Congregation, whose memory 
will ever be cherished in his heart—in whose midst he was born 
and educated,—by whose Pastor, the late lamented Miihlenberg, 
he was confirmed and prepared for the ministry (by whom, and 
their present pastor he was afterwards ordained),—may this Con- 
gregation continually receive “the Grace of our Lord, Jesus 
Christ, the Love of 1p and the fellowship of om Holy Spirit.”

Congregation in Philadelphia, $100 for the endowment of Schools 
in the East Indies. 


Resolved: That we rejoice in the codperation of the youthful 
Missionary Society of St. Michael’s and Zion’s Congregation, 
and request that Society to continue their laudable activity. 


The annual report of the Executive Committee having been 
presented and adopted, the Society adjourned sine die with 
prayer.

Your Executive Committee, in presenting their 9th annual hn feel 
themselves bound to express their humble and sincere thanks to the Great 
Head of the Church for the unmerited care and loving kindness, that we have 
been permitted to enjoy during the past year. The Lord has vouchsafed to 
preserve the life and health of the three Missionaries labouring under our 
direction, and has blessed their efforts. The Word of the Lord went forth, 
and according to His promise, it will not return void. 

Yon have been informed from time to time about the prospects of our foreign 
Mission at Guntoor by the letters of our Missionary, the Rev. C. F. Heyer, which 
have been published in the periodicals of our Church. Several items in con- 
nexion with the foreign field will claim your attention. 

1) We stated in our last Annual Report, that the “Foreign Missionary Society 


_ of the Evang. Lutheran Church”’ had sent a Missionary, the Rev. W. Gunn, 


to Guntoor; this Missionary commenced his labours on our missionary ground 
in connexion with Mr, Heyer, ere the agreement made at Philadelphia with the 
Delegates of that Society was ratified by that Society. We hope that this 
ratification will take place during their present meeting. 

2) Our Foreign Missionary, the Rev. C. F. Heyer, has in one of his last 
letters expressed his wish to return to this Country, and his desire is couched 
in terms, that evince neither the apprehension of a disappointment, nor a regard 
fora denial. He hopes tat, by the time of his departure from India, in 1846, 
his Collaborator will have made sufficient progress in the Telegoo language, 
to assume the Superintendence of the Mission. 

~ 3) Our Foreign Missionary has intimated to us, that certain friends of the 
Mission in India had remitted him a sum of money towards the purchase of a 
press fur the Mission, under the condition, that the requisite balance of 500 
Rupees ($250) be raised by friends of the Mission in this Country. The 
Congregation under the pastoral care of the Rev. F, M. Raschig of Cincinnati 
has offered us a contribution of $25 towards the purchase of the press, and 
the balance of the sum may be expected from the generosity of Christian 
friends as soon as the Society has approved of this appropriation. 

With reference to the operations of our Domestic Mission, your Committee 
begs leave to report, that the Rev. G. Bartels of Zanesville, Ohio, has been 
assisted during the past year, from our Missionary funds, and has given us, in 
his communication, gratifying intelligence about the state of his Church. A 
brick edifice has been erected for the use of the Congregation. Peace and 
unanimity reign in their midst, and their prospects are encouraging. 

The Rev. W. B. Rally has laboured as Domestic Missionary in the vicinity 


of Philadelphia; he has organized one Congregation, and his prospects of 
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You will see by this condensed Report, that the Lord has accompanied our 
efforts during the past year with His Blessing. Let us continue in the good 
work, that many souls, converted thro’ the instrumentality of our Missionaries, 
may say at the great day: We have washed our robes, and made them white
